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£ocal Matters. 


Jhe tfe* Jtone Bridge. 


The coutraets for building th» new 


Stone Bridge have now nil been let, and 
tbetime for completion IB set for July 15, 
1906. The contract for the approaches 
ii awarded to Beattle A Wllcnx of Fall 
River, and the bridge proper to Augus- 
tui Smith of New York City. There 
were twenty-oue bids submitted rang- 
ing in price from $52,000 to S78.000. The 
contract for the approaches la a certain 
sum per cubic yard, but it is thought 
that the cost, will not exceed $100,- 
000. 


The accepted design for tlie bridge 


calls for a lift bridge of the two-leaf 
bascule pattern, and strikingly haud- 
eorne design, its unique feature being in 
an arrangement whereby the mechan- 
ism is operated from the top of the 
bridge, rather than near the loxver line 
of the structure. The lift is controlled 
by a counterweight, which is connected 
to the bridge by a pair of stiff rods, so 
that the bridge may be positively con- 
trolled by the counterweight in till posi- 
tions. This weight is. carried by a pair 
of wagons running on an elevated track 
of such shape that the leaf is perfectly 
balanced at every point, and the wind- 
ing mechanism has. only to overcome 
friction and wind pressure. 
Such a 


style of bridge ii regarded as Imposing 
no very great concentrated loads on the 
masonry, and is not likely to be put 
out of order by settlement of the ma- 
sonry. 


The bridge will be operated on a 


j-inchBteel cable, wound upon an or- 
dinary winding drum, located in the 
power house, and the operating ma- 
chinery Is regarded as being so simple 
that there is little chance of any part 
of It getting out of order.

citizens has been addressed to said 
City Council, yet an act lias been in- 
troduced Into the General Assembly 
providing for a revision of the waids 
in said c-itv of Newpoit in the \ear 
1905, and 


"Whereas, Said act confers the pow- 


er to revise and alter the wards of said 
city upon three qualified electors of 
this state to be appointed by the gover- 
nor, and 


"Whereas, said act further provides 


that the compensation of said com- 
mission and their clerk, amounting to 
$2,100, shall be paid by the city, out 
of funds raised by taxation for local 
municipal purposes, and 


"Whereas, The division and altera- 


tion of the wards iu said city is a mat- 
ter of purely local aud municipal con- 
cern and iu no way concerns or affects 
the state, and 


"Whereas, It is believed that the pas- 


sage of such mi net by the legislature 
of the state of Rhode Island would be 
au unwarranted and unconstitutional 
interference with the rights of the city 
of Newport to local self-government as 
to a purely local and municipal luutter; 
now, therefore 


"Resolved, That the City Council of 


the city of Newport, believing that the 
division aud alteration of the ward 
lines of the city of Newport is a purely 
local and not a slate concern, and that 
the passage of said act would be an un- 
constitutional interference willi local 
self-government and an unwarranted 
appropriation of tiie funds of the city 
of Newport, hereby expresses its pro- 
test against the passage of the proposed 
act; aud 


"Resolved, That the city clerk Is 


hereby authorized aud directed to mall 
certified copies of these resolutions to 
the representatives of the City of New- 
port iu the General Assembly aud to 
the clerk of the judiciary committee 
to which committee said act has been 
referred; aud 


"Resolved, That the city solicitor be 


aud he is hereby authorized aud di- 
rected to appear before said commit- 
tee and oppose the passage of said act." 


In the board of aldermen there was 


some little discussion of the matter. 
Alderman Hamilton was absent and 
the vote resulted In a tie, Aldermen 
Ritchie aud Bliss voting against the 
resolution aud Aldermen Shauahan and 
Kelley voting iu favor of it. Mayor 
Boyle cast the deciding vote in favor of 
the resolution. 


In the common council there was. a 


discussion of the matter, several mem- 
bers being opposed to action by the 
State in the city affairs. 
On the other 


side it was explained that the wards 
were too unwieldy aud should be di- 
vided.

Hie culmination of a long and liuger- 
ing illness William Spoouer died at'his 
residence on Gypsum Lane last Tues- 
day morning.

.ho egg at about uue-third of the e^g's 
eiigth from the large end. It makes a 
series of little holes, thus weakening 
he shell, and whe.n the chick arrives 
at a certajn stage of strength ami de- 
velopment it has no diillculty in break- 
ing out. In the common fowl this little 
wuapim drops off a day or two after it 
is hatched, but on the pigeon ami birds 
that are fed by their parents it some- 
times remains t'or two weeks.

most skillful slingcrs of Greetv. These 
weapons wen- used not only to throw 
stones. Inn balls of load, ami in some 
localities, especially in the plain of 
Marathon, many of these metal projtv- 
tile.s ha\e been found.

Tbt question of tree plantlut It al- 


wayi an important one each year all 
throofh the prairie regions of tht w«t 
and, for that matter, In much of the 
east as well, for the whole country ha» 
millions of acres which could better be 
devoted to tree culture than lo any oth- 
er purpose. In many cases a tlmt>er 
grove may be obtained without plant- 
ing by simply earing for a lot on which 
trees are already started. Some of the 
finest groves of thrifty timber to be 
found In the west were simply brush 
lands forty years ago. 
But, assuming 


that one must plant trees in order to 
secure a grove, what shall he plant? 
For the country north of latitude 42 the 
white ash, the Scotch and white pine, 
the larch, the black walnut and the soft 
maple are among the most desirable 
kinds, while south of that latitude the 
chestnut and *e catalpa will be very 
desirable additions to the list. Soft ma- 
ple Is a very fast growing and useful 
wood, will bear crowding and Is a good 
tree to plant with other slower growing 
kinds, us It can be removed later as 
such trees need the room. The cotton- 
wotHl will not bear crowding and only 
does well on rich and moist soils. The 
willow should not be Ijfnored entirely, ! aie cooked is saiil

At 
any rate, no dirt has commenced, to fly 
yet, as was joyously promised when 
the old commission went into exist- 
ence. As to that, we suspect that Ihe 
Impatient ones will still have an oppor- 
tunity to exercise their faculty of wait- 
ing. The work certainly cannot bo 
done without a well considered plan, 
and the making of a plan takes time. 
The new commission has a stupendous 
task before It, and the time for compli- 
menting it is clearly when it demon- 
strates ilH capability for the task. 
So 


much, at least, has been learned by tbe 
experience with the old commission.

probable at that time and quite cool 
weather will precede and follow that 
Htorm center. 


This disturbance will coine in the 


middle of a great storm period covering 
April 1G to close of the mouth, advance 
features of which were seen lu the Min- 
uesota tornado about beginning of 
Apr'l. Thestorui forces will be so great 
duriug Hie remainder of April that 
more deliuite details cannot be given. 
These forces seern to reach their great- 
est intensity within 24 hours of April 
20, 23, 20, SO and Alay 3, aud I am of 
opinion that great storms will occur 
near these dates. 


One great storui or a severe earth- 


quake in the Rocky range, would pro- 
bably lessen the lorce of all the oilier 
storms to end of the month hut it will 
be prudent lo keep in mind that the 
dangerous slurms are probable near the 
dates given.

Beef or Turkey as a Food. 


Discussing the comparative 
food 


•aloe of roast beef and turkey the 
Lancet says: 


First, it may be said that weight 


for weight the flesh of the turkey " 
more nourishing than 
that of beef, 


but the latter is, generally speaking, 
cheaper than the former. The mois- 
ture 
in beef, however, exceeds the 


turkey and the latter contains a bet. 
ter percentage of proteid or flesh-form- 
ing substance. In either case the per- 
centage of moisture is seldom less than 
70 per cent. In lean beef the amount 
of fat is much the same as in u not too 
well-fed turkey, but it must be pointed 
out that the flesh of poultry differs from 
that of beef or mutton in not having its 
muscular fibres peruiented by fat and 
moreover, the fibres in the flesh of the 
fowl are short aud readily yield to the 
disintegrating action of the digestive 
processes. A large amount of fat in 
either case is apt to interfere with the 
digestibility of the meat. The fat of 
beef is more digestible than the fat of 
the turkey. The fat of birds, In fact, 
is harder and owing to its tendency to 
become rancid is unsuitable for the dys- 
peptic patieut. 


Perhaps the moat important differ- 


ences, however, from a dietetic point 
of view between beef and turkey Is that 
whereas beef contains u high" percen- 
tage of extractive matters turkey con- 
tains hardly any at all. 
The extrac- 


tive matter iu beef accounts largely for 
its peculiar and marked flavor, and 
owing to their absence In poultry gen- 
erally and iu the pheasant and part- 
ridge the flavor of these meats is deli- 
c.-ile. But there is no doubt that ex- 
tractives of beef as well as of mutton 
arc valuable, for not only are they 
flavoring agents, but they also act as, 
perhaps, the most powerful stimulants 
to gastric indigestion.

The Care of Carpets. 


To spoil a carpet sweep it with a 


stiff half woru broom; losave a carpel 
dip tbe broom iu clean hot suds ouce 
a week, theu shake it out and hang it 
up. This also makes the broom last 
twice as long as it otherwise would. 


Carpets should be thoroughly beat- 


en on tbe wrong side first and tbeu 
on Ihe right, afler which spols may be 
removed by Ibe use of ox ^all or am- 
monia and waier, using a spouge or 
flannel. 


After a good cleaning sprinkle with 


salt, fold aud lay in a dry place, Ibeu 
wbeu laid strew with sllghlly moisten- 
ed bran before sweeping. 
This, with 


Ihe salt,freshens the carets in a marked 
degree. 


Vinegar removes line H|w>t.s. 
Spirus of ammonia, diluted 
with 


water, if applied with isponge or flan- 
nel to discolored spots, often restores 
the color. 


To Clean Furniture. 


Au excellent furniture polish and 


cleaner is made of half a cupful each 
of powered rotten stone, coid drawn 
linseed oil, turpentine, napiha, strong 
uofutiou of oxalic acid, oue quarter cup- 
ful of alcohol and half a cupful of 
cold water mixed with half a table- 
spoonful of sulphuric acid. Mix tbe 
ingredients iu order named. 
Before 


using shake the bottle thoroughly. 
Apply the mixture with a piece of 
flannel or felt—the felt is better—rub- 
bing briskly but lightly. Follow with 
a soft cloth. The buttle should l>e kept, 
iu a cool place, corked tightly.
